Michigan has world-class 
waterfowl hunting opportu- 
nities on the lakes, marshes, 
rivers and ponds of the 
state.

“Michigan is known for 
some of the best waterfowl 
hunting in the nation, and 
we invite hunters to come 
and experience it,” said Bar- 
bara Avers, DNR waterfowl 
and wetlands specialist. 

Early teal season runs 
from Sept. 1-16. These fast- 
flying ducks present a 
unique challenge to duck 
hunters. Blue-winged and 
green-winged teal are the 
only ducks that can be har- 
vested during this season.

Goose season begins Sept. 
1 in most of the state. 

Canada geese, white- 
fronted geese or specklebel- 
lies, and brant are part of a 
dark goose aggregate daily 


bag limit. New this year, 
during the entire goose sea- 
son, the dark goose aggre- 
gate daily bag limit for 
Canada geese, white-fronted 
geese and brant is five, only 


one of which can be a brant. 
An aggregate bag limit is 
also in place for light geese 
including snow, blue and 
Ross’s geese. Hunters may 
harvest 20 light geese per 
day. 

Michigan’s Wetland Won- 
ders are a great place to 
hunt during these seasons. 
They include the seven pre- 
mier managed waterfowl 
areas in southern Michigan, 
which offer some of the best 
waterfowl hunting in the 
state. 

When moving to anew 
body of water, make sure to 
remove plants and debris 
from boats and gear to pre- 
vent the spread of invasive 
species that affect waterfowl 
habitat. 

Visit Michigan.gov/Wa- 
terfowl to purchase your li- 
cense and federal duck 
stamp and brush up on 
hunting regulations. 


SEARCHING FOR MICHIGAN'S GHOST CAT 


Actual cougar sightings are rare in the state

You may have read the 
stories on Facebook or on 
other social media plat- 
forms. 

Tantalizing and captivat- 
ing claims from across 
Michigan: cougars seen 
wandering backyards in the 
suburbs around Detroit, 
black panthers skulking 
through farm fields and at- 
tacks all over the state on 
pets and livestock. 

But what’s the truth 
about mountain lions in 
Michigan? 

How many are there? 
Where are they? And how 
worried should we be? 

Cougars, also called 
mountain lions or pumas, 
are native to Michigan and 
would have been found here 
prior to European coloniza- 
tion of the region. Early Eu- 
ropean settlers, however, 
saw the cat as a threat to 
them and their livestock, as 
well as a competitor for 
venison and other wild 
game.Consequently, by the 
late 1800s, cougars were al- 
most eliminated from the 
eastern United States, 
driven by these fears. 
Wholesale logging of the 
forests the cougars called 
home also played a role, as 
waves of settlement con- 
verted much of the state to 
farmland.Many states and 
the federal government cre- 
ated bounties, money paid 
to people to kill cougars and 
other predators, with the 
goal of erasing them from 
the landscape. These efforts 
worked so well that cougars 
were eliminated from Michi- 
gan by the early 20th cen- 
tury.While memories of 
these big cats persisted in 
communities across the 
state, trying to find physical 
evidence to support re- 
ported sightings proved to 
be a bit like chasing a 
ghost.When evidence was 
collected at the scene of a 
reported cougar sighting, 
like photographs, the cul- 
prit was often found to be 
something other than a

mountain lion.These would- 
be cougars were actually 
animals as mundane as a 
large housecat seen from an 
angle that made it appear 
much larger or as unusual 
and exotic as an escaped pet 
serval — a large wild cat 
from Africa that’s definitely 
not legal to keep as a pet in 
Michigan.As reported sight- 
ings became more common, 
the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources cre- 
ated a “cougar team” in 2008 
to review reports of cougars 
and to try to verify 
them.Brian Roell, a DNR 
wildlife biologist at Mar- 
quette, takes the mission of 
the cougar team very seri- 
ously.““The team is made up 
of wildlife biologists for the 
DNR who have received spe- 
cialized training in how to 
identify cougars from pho- 
tos, as well as from tracks, 
scat and other physical evi- 
dence they may leave be- 
hind,” Roell said. “It’s 
important that we’re able to 
identify these animals cor- 
rectly, not just for conserva- 
tion purposes but also so 
that residents can be in- 
formed about the wildlife 
living around them and take 
commonsense precau- 
tions.” Over the 13 years 
since the formation of the 
cougar team, its members 
have met weekly to review 
reports with supporting evi- 
dence submitted to the 
DNR.If the evidence ap- 
pears to have come from a 
cougar, DNR staffers will 
follow up with a site visit. 
This helps the biologists 
verify that photos haven’t 


been faked or reported from 
false locations. The visits 
also let the biologists meas- 
ure trees and other objects 
to help estimate the size of 
animals in photos submitted 
with reports.Sometimes, the 
team members even use a 
life-sized, cardboard cougar 
silhouette to try to recreate 
the photo to help arrive at a 
correct identification.So far, 
their hard work has verified 
65 cougar reports in Michi- 
gan.“We don’t think these 
are all different cougars,” 
Roell said. “Many of these 
reports include photos from 
trail cameras, and it’s very 
likely that the same cat is 
being spotted in different 
places as it moves through 
the forest.” What does this 
tell us about how many 
cougars are in 
Michigan?“There’s no evi- 
dence of a breeding popula- 
tion here — no signs of 
kittens in any verified re- 
port, and all of the animals 
where we’ve been able to de- 
termine their sex have been 
male,” said Kristie Sitar, 
DNR wildlife biologist at 
Newberry.Sitar said some 
DNA studies have been con- 
ducted on the cougars found 
here, using evidence col- 
lected from verified reports 
or a cougar poached in 
Schoolcraft County several 
years ago.This testing has 
shown the animals being re- 
ported in Michigan have 
traced back to a population 
found in South Dakota, 
Wyoming and 
Nebraska.“These are likely 
young male cougars looking 
for areas far from home

where they can find mates 
and establish their own ter- 
ritories, and they just keep 
moving when they don’t 
find any female cougars,” 
Sitar said.Should you be 
worried about seeing a 
mountain lion near your 
home?All but one of the ver- 
ified cougar sightings the 
team has reviewed have 
been from the Upper Penin- 
sula. Chances of seeing one 
in the Lower Peninsula are 
extremely low.Like with 
most wildlife, there are 
some simple preventative 
steps you can take to make 
your home less attractive to 
cougars.Remove sources of 
food, shelter and safety. For 
cougars, this means not let- 
ting pets roam outside 
alone, providing shelter for 
livestock, not feeding 
wildlife, removing landscap- 
ing that provides shrubby 
cover for animals to hide in 
near buildings and in- 
stalling outside lighting 
with motion detectors.If you 
encounter a cougar when 
you’re outdoors, your best 
bet is to try to appear too 
dangerous to tangle with: 
don’t turn your back on the 
animal, look as large as you 
can by standing tall and 
waving your arms, and talk 
loudly.Never run from a 
cougar, though you can 
move away slowly. If you 
are attacked, fight back and 
never play dead. Remember 
that the likelihood that 
you'll ever see a cougar in 
Michigan is extremely low, 
and the likelihood of an at- 
tack is even lower.“These 
cats are very rare in Michi- 
gan,” said Pete Kailing, a 
DNR wildlife biologist in 
Paris. “Much of the data 
we’ve been able to gather so 
far is thanks to the willing- 
ness of Michiganders to 
share their photos and other 
evidence with us.” If you’re 
interested in learning more 
about cougars in Michigan, 
Kailing suggests starting 

at Michigan.gov/Cougars, 
where you can find tips on 
how to tell if the animal 
you've seen is a cougar, how 
to report a cougar sighting 
and the current status on 
where cougars have been 
confirmed in Michigan.

My mother-in-law is 85, 
and she’s had some health 
setbacks recently. The 
family got together with 
her, and as a group, we de- 
cided it was time to sell 
her property and move 
her into an apartment at a 
nice senior living facility. 
She should see a little over 
$300,000 from the sale of 
her house. Aside from 
that, she has about $10,000 
in a savings account. The 
problem is, she’ll only re- 
ceive $2,100 a month in So- 
cial Security, and rent at 
the facility is $2,600 per 
month. Plus she loves 
making donations to char- 
ities. With interest rates 
where they are, is a CD 
ladder a good place to put 
the money to help her 
cash flow expenses in the 
future?

Dear Ed, 

If this were my mother- 
in-law, I’d want her to do 
better than a CD (certifi- 
cate of deposit) ladder. 
Even with the deficit be- 
tween her Social Security 
income and the cost of 
rent, she’ll only need to 
see $6,000 a year from the 
investment to make up the 
difference. And plus, she’s 
85. Even if she got nothing 
in terms of interest, the 
chances of her burning all 
the way through her nest 
egg before she dies are al- 
most zero. I know the 
thought of her passing 
away isn’t pleasant, but 
it’s something you have to 
take into consideration. 

As far as the charities 
go? Right now, she’s the 
charity. Maybe not in the 
traditional sense of the 
word, but it’s time for 
mom to come first. Only 
the strong can help the 
weak. I didn’t let my tod- 


dlers carry our newborn. 
And when it comes to 
money, you’ve got to have 
the financial strength— 
the free and clear assets— 
to carry others. Take care 
of your own household 
first. That’s her responsi- 
bility at this point. 

Ed, yow’re not going to 
mess this up unless you 
put the money in crypto, 
or something stupid like 
that. If you want to do 
some high-yield savings as 
a part of it, that’s fine. If it 
were me, I’d probably end 
up investing some of it 
too. Here’s the thing: 
Overall, if you could make 
8% on it, that’s $2,000 a 
month, and it lasts indefi- 
nitely. That’s not even 
touching the principal. 
But like I said before, even 
if you make nothing on it, 
just divide $6,000 into 
$300,000. See what I mean? 
It’s probably going to last 
as long as she does. 

Of course, there may be 
some other medical bills, 
and you’d probably want 
her to have a life other 
than just paying bills. 
That’s why I’d like to see 
that extra $2,000 a month 
happening. It would pro- 
vide a little cushion. And 
there may be a few other 
little things from time to 
time the family would 
have to pick up, but that’s 
not unusual in a situation 
like this. 

You all can make this 
work for her. Don’t be 
super aggressive, but 
don’t be super conserva- 
tive either.

Jim Rummer, Director of 
Career and Technical Edu- 
cation for Char-Em ISD, 
was also recognized.

Sitting in Lanny’s Restau- 
rant in downtown Sanford

Video helps walkers plan for Labor Day Bridge Walk 


The annual Mackinac 
Bridge Walk for 2023 is 
right around the corner and 
the Mackinac Bridge Au- 
thority (MBA) has updated 
a video explaining the op- 
tions people have for partic- 
ipating in this beloved 
event. 

Based on the success of 
the recent events, the MBA 
will again start the 2023 
Bridge Walk from both St. 
Ignace and Mackinaw City, 
which eliminates the need 
for busing and offers addi- 
tional options for partici- 
pants. The bridge walk was 
canceled in 2020 due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

A video, posted on the 
MBA website at 
www.MackinacBridge.org/ 
Walk, explains the bridge 
walk schedule and the 
choices people will have 
whether they start from the 
north or south end of the 
bridge. 

“With four years of expe- 
rience starting the event 
from both St. Ignace and 
Mackinaw City, we’ve found 
that most participants are 
comfortable with this 
newer version of our long- 
standing tradition,” said 
MBA Bridge Director Kim 
Nowack. “Every year 
things go a bit more 
smoothly, and we hear 
more support for the vari- 
ety of options to partici- 
pate.” 

Walkers essentially have 
three main options, out- 
lined in the video: 

Starting from either end 
of the bridge and walking 
toward the center, turning

around at the midpoint and 
returning to the city they 
started from, where their 
transportation is located. 
The turnaround points will 
move toward the ends of 
the bridge beginning at 10 
a.m., but walkers can walk 
at least a portion of the 
bridge if they start by 11:30 
a.m. Walkers must be on 
the side of the bridge they 
wish to return to before 10 
a.m. 

Walking the entire length 
of the bridge starting from 
either end. Those who 
choose this option must 
reach the midpoint before 
10 a.m. or they will be 
turned back. Anyone who 
walks the entire bridge 
must arrange their own 
transportation back to the 
side they started once the 
bridge reopens to public 
traffic at noon. 

Crossing the bridge, 
starting from either end 
and then turning around 
and walking back to the 
side they started from. In 
this option, walkers will 
need to cross the midpoint 
on their return trip by 10 
a.m. or they will be turned 
back and need to find their 
own transportation back 
across the bridge after it re- 
opens at noon. 

As in 2018-19 and 2021-22, 
because walkers can start 
from either end of the 
bridge when they arrive, 
there will be no buses 
transporting participants 
across the bridge. 

The bridge will again be 
closed to public traffic dur- 
ing the 2023 walk, from 6:30 


PROTECT : 


a.m. to noon on Labor Day, 
Sept. 4, based on recom- 
mendations from the Michi- 
gan State Police and U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security. Emergency vehi- 
cles will still be permitted 
to cross the bridge, but no 
public vehicles until the 
walk concludes and partici- 


pants are off the bridge. 

The bridge walk has been 
an annual event since 1958, 
with the exception of 2020. 
The 2023 walk will be the 
65th event. Between 20,000 
and 30,000 people have par- 
ticipated in recent years; 
26,000 participated in the 
2022 event.

WITH HUMILITY

Td like to share mes- 
sages from a past leader- 
ship assignment. I worked 
with a leader helping im- 
prove leadership, her own 
and her team members’. It 
was a special and reward- 
ing experience for me as 
nearly everyone emboded 
humility, was selfless, no 
personal agendas, and al- 
lowed themselves to be 
vulnerable, recognizing 
and sharing with one an- 
other their areas of poten- 
tial improvement. 

The following were their 
stated areas for growth: 

° I must consis- 
tently be timely in re- 
sponding to calls, emails, 
and texts 

° I must learn the 
art of having the difficult 
conversations and address 
problems, conflict, and dif- 
ficult employees promptly 

. I tend to check 
my iPhone in meetings 
and conversations 


. Isometimes do 
not follow through 
. At times, my tone 


of voice and or my facial 
expression will intimidate 
others 

° If I was more or- 
ganized I would be more 
efficient 

° Ineed to ask for 
input, then prepare agen- 
das and distribute several 
days in advance of meet- 
ings — and distribute min- 
utes the day after meetings 

° Ican be late for 
appointments and sched- 
uled calls 

° Ican be too emo- 
tional, can have a short 
fuse 

° Ineed to boost 
my self-confidence and 
contribute my ideas for 
improvement 

Your initial reaction 
could be that this was not 
an effective team. On the 
contrary, they were an 
amazing team. The key 
was that the leader set the 
tone of allowing herself to 
be vulnerable, sharing 
what she was working on 
herself and asking her 
team members for their 
help by giving her honest 
feedback going forward, 
and that she would defi- 
nitely be appreciative. 
Thus, her team members 
were also comfortable 
sharing their own develop- 
ment goals and asking for 
timely and honest feed- 
back, and they too were 
ready to offer feedback to 
others. 

As a result, each team 
member developed into a 
leader as they each were 
encouraging, supporting, 
helping one another, and 
contributing ideas. 


When we look at the de- 
velopment goals outlined 
above we could well feel 
that this is common sense, 
and it is. Leadership is 
common sense, e.g., it is 
how we communicate 
with, serve, and respect 
others. That should be 
easy, and for some it is. 
Yet, if we each commit to 
learning how we may im- 
prove, be even more effec- 
tive, we can do it. 

We all have areas of po- 
tential improvement, each 
of us. It is key to recognize 
them. Some areas of po- 
tential improvement may 
be long-term habits, and 
some may even be blind 
spots. We can ask people 
for their perceptions of 
what we are doing well 
and how we might im- 
prove. Co-worker feedback 
is powerful and usually 
leads to our resolve to im- 
prove. 

Key to success is highly 
effective leadership, which 
is founded on humility 
coupled with being gen- 
uine and truly caring for 
the success and well-being 
of our team members and 
our business. 

Our internal relation- 
ships mean everything, 
and these relationships 
are built by one-on-one 
conversations, true two- 
way conversations, when 
we ask our people how 
they are doing, how we 
may help, and other pur- 
poseful open-ended ques- 
tions and we take the time 
to attentively listen with 
our full attention. 

Strong leadership is 
founded on our humility 
as it is not about our being 
great ourselves, it is about 
our helping others be 
great.
